SUBJECT t+ Need for Additional Markings on Documenta 


Provided by Foreign Governments 


1. The Markings Task Force working on the implementation of 
E.0, 12055 addressed the need for the Agency to affix additional 
markings to sore clearly identify documents or information provided 
by foreign governments and concluded that such markings are not 
required. 


2. It has just been brought to our attention, however, that 
SECOM, in developing an Intelligence Comamity implementing order for 
¥.0, 12065, has taken the position that documents containing foreign 
governreat information should be annotated with the marking “CONTAINS 
FOREIGN GOVERNMENT INFORMATION” which may be abbreviated as “PGI" for 
refereuce, data proceseing and comsunication purposes. The above 
markings ara to be used except in those instances where the fact of 
foreign origin is so sensitive that it must be concealed from norgsl 
recipients of the document. In these instances, the documents involved 
should be marked as if they were wholly of 0.5. origin. This position 
ia now being reviewed by the Markings Task Force and tha final rasult 
will probably be the adoption of the same or similar type of marking 
for Agency documants in order that there should be compatability oa 
this iten. 


3. Regarding the specifie question raised by the British, beth the 
Markings Task Force and the Classification Review Group agrea that the 
current "UK" markings used on the documents they provide as do adequately 
identify their “foreign” origin. There was general agreamunt that 
should the British or any other country choose to increase or expand on 
the markings currently used on the documents they provide, an additional

degree of protection might be afforded. This was based on

recognize their foreign origin. 
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
